The 
official German statement of today 
asserts that 2/)oo Russians were 
killed and 3,000 captured in an en- 
gag^ent at KrasnopoL In the Ger- 
man occupation of Tauroggen, an- 
nounced yesterday, it is claimed that 
1,000 prisoners were taken. Russian 
attacks at other points are said to 
have been repulsed. 


The latest statement from the 
Petrograd war office is that the Ger- 
man offensive movement in this re- 
gion has been checked. 


Along the western front there was 
spirited artillery fighting yesterday, 
but no infantry advances were at- 
tempted. 
The French official com- 
munication says that the Germans 
were compeUed to retire at one point 
near St. Mihiel on account of the 
heavy artillery fire to whwh they 
were subjected.

have crept into the aged woman's room, 
brought his weapon close to her face and 
then fired. . 


Servants Hear Shots. 


The servants in the house heard the 
shots and notified the police. 
Physi- 
cians and police were soon on the scene 
and after convincing themselves that the 
•woman was dead hurried Cohen to a 
hospital.

Charles Landon a Helpless 
Spectator When Train 
Kills Helpmeet. 


CROSSING TRAGEDY 
NEAR MONROEVILLE 


Husband Races to Warn 
Wife of Danger, But 
All to No Avail. 


Sitting Helpless in his M-agon, Charles 
I*ndon, a peddler of Goshen, watched 
his wife drive on the tracks in front of 
Pennsylvania passenger train No. 23 
four miles west of Monroeville at 10 
o'clock Monday morning, and saw the 
train strike and kill her and the two 
horses she was driving. 
He was five 
hundred feet behind her, and saw the 
approaching train while it was a long 
distance ofif, but was unable to warn his 
wife. 


She was in a covered wagon, driving 
a team and leading a single horse. The 
team was killed, and the body of tho 
woman was hurled into the ditch under 
the Avreckage of the wagon, while the 
lead horse was unhurt. 
Landon ran to 
the place where the mangled remains of 
his wife lay under the wreckage, but 
she was dead when he arrived. 


The train crew saw the accident, and 
threw on the air. but the last cars had 
gone far past the crossing before the 
long train came to a stop. 
Then it 
backed np, and the body was placed 
and brought to Fort Wayne. ' 


Husband TeHs o|_;A«ideBt.,

" The husband in speaking of the ac- 
cident Tuesday afternoon said: 


"I was about ten hundred feet behind 
my wife and ^^/as riding in the rig with 
Loyal Sales. 
I saw the train coming 
when it was a long way off, but the rig 
my wife was driving in had no side 
lights, and I was afraid she could not 
see. I whipped-our horse into a gal- 
lop, and wasn't so very far behind her 
when it hit. 


"The engine caught the horses along 
the hips, and lifted the team,.into the 
ditch. We heard the crash and the wa- 
gon went up into the air and came down 
in a heap. We found my wife with her 
head all torn open lying by the fence, 
almost imder the broken wagon: The 
train was backing up by this time, and 
the crew was with us in a minute. A 
lot of neighbors came around us, and we 
put her on the train and brought her 
into town." 


Testimony Differs. 


Although Engineer J. McCarthy, who 
was at flie throttle, states that he 
sounded the crossing whistle 1,000 feet 
from the crossing, and that as he saw 
the woman paid no heed -to it he sound- 
ed the danger signal 100 feet from 
the road, the husband of the dead wo- 
man makes the assertion that thp 
whistle was not sounded till the moment 
the train hit the wagon.

Miss Wilson Arraigned on 
Murder Charge at Van 
Wert, Ohio. 


(Special to The Sentinel.) 


Van 
Wert, 
Ohio. March 30.—Ar- 
raigned before Justice of the Peace Man- 
ship here on a charge of murdering Levi 
X. Jacobs, her fiance, at his home here 
Friday night, jMiss Lulu Wilson, his 
housekeeper, Tuesday morning entered 
a plea of not guilty and the taking of 
testimony began. 


The only important new point brought 
out by Prosecutor Good for the state 
was in the testimony of Sheriff Herman 
A. Gunsett, who swore that early last 
Saturday morning Miss Wilson con- 
fessed to him that Jacobs was seated 
in his diningroom when she fired the 
first of four shots at him from a re- 
volver. 
This sustains the state's con- 
tention that the murder was premedi- 
tated and deliberate and that the kill- 
ing of the lawyer was not done in self- 
defense by the woman to save her own 
life, as she claims. 


The balance of the state's testimony 
was devoted to establishing the. death 
of Jacobs by violence. 
Sheriff Gim.«iett 
was put through a gruelling cross-ex- 
amination by counsel for Miss Wilson. 


It was made clear by the lawyers for 
the defense in their cross-examination 
that a strenuous effort will be made to 
establish justifiable homicide and couple 
with this the plea of emotional insan- 
ity. Miss Wilson's counsel stated that 
the defense wotdd take the entire day 
to introduce its testimony with proba- 
bility that it would" not be completed 
before some time tomorrow. 
It was 
even said that several days might be 
required to present its testimony. 


Miss Wilson was taken from the jail 
to Justice Manship's court by two offi- 
cers shortly after 9 o'clock. She was 
heavily .veiled- and remained so during 
the hearing. Her manner was languid 
and she sat with her eyes closed much 
of the time and only occasionally gave 
heed to the testimony. She made her 
plea in a low voice that trembled slight- 
ly. Her walk was Unsteady as she came 
into court and her coimsel said her phys- 
ical and mental condition were in great- 
er part due to opiates administered to 
quiet the nervoiM hysteria to which she 
has been prey much of the time since 
the shooting. 


The coroner's finding has not yet been 
rendered and probably will not be tmtil 
after the preliminary hearing is con- 
cluded. 
Prosecutor Qood is v^orously 
contending that she be held withoiit 
bond to the higher courts on the murder 
charge. 
Justin 
Manship's office was 
crowded at the hearing. Public sympa- 
thy with Miss Wilson remains quite 
strong.

He predict- 
ed that the time is not far distant when 
the flags of many nations would be fly- 
ing in the harbors of Toledo and Chica- 
go. 


Representative Cline Talks. 


Representative Cline said he had talk- 
ed so much about waterways that he 
had nothing ncAv to say. He declared 
that the reorganization of transporta- 
tion is necessary if this country is to 
compete successfully with other coun- 
tries in the securing of South American 
trade. If this country is to get this trade 
the cheapest kind of transportation to 
the seaboards is necessary. 


The congressman said that if the pro- 
posed canal from Toledo to Chicago 
had not been of such great importance 
congress would never have approp^ated 
sucli an enormous sum for making the 
preliminary 
surveys 
which have now 
been in progress for over a year. He ex- 
plained that it 
will 
be six or eight 
months before the higher authorities can 
pass on the report that is now nearing 
completion. 


In closing Congressman 
Cline said: 
"I am interested in this project and am 
hero to assure you again that I am 
ready and" willing' at all times to assist 
with this great proposition."

Ward Wilt, first vice president of the 
Commercial club, presided at the meet- 
ing in the absence of Van B. Perrine, 
president of the club.

In conclusion, the deputation, which in- 
cluded representatives of leading ship* 
builders of the country, drew attention 
to the example set by France and Rus- 
sia and urged upon the chancellor th«i 
need of drastic action. 


The chancellor of the exchequer, in 
the course of his reply, said the reasou 
why the government had not .heretofore 
taken more drastic action on the liquor 
question ^was because it needed to be as- 
sured that it was not going adverse to 
public sentiment; otherwise m^ore harm 
would be done than good. The govern- 
ment must feel that it had every class 
in the community behind it when talcing 
action which interfered severely -with in- 
dividual liberties. But now he was isuro 
that the country waS' beginning to real- 
ize the gravity of the situation. 


"I have a growing conviction, based on 
accumulating evidence," continued th4 
chancellor, "that nothing but root and 
branch methods would be of the slight- 
est avail in dealing with thé e^rii. I be- 
lieve it is the general feeling that if we 
arc to settle German militarism we most 
first of all settle with the drink." . , 


Mr. Uoyd-George intimated that Lord

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Government Experts Give 
Some ^dvice That May 
Be Helpful. 


Waahington, D. C., March 
30.—liad- 
islies, lettuce, beans, beets and toma- 
toes are all comparatively easily-grown 
vegetables which give satisfactory 
re- 
turns in the spring garden. The United 
States department of agriculture's spe- 
cialist recommends these particularly 
for use in school gardens which are run 
for the benefit of the 
children. 
Not 
only teachers, but others desiring to 
raise these truck crops in their own 
fcome gardens may benefit from these 
suggestions. 


Radishes—Badishes are hardy plants 
iuid thrive best during the cool weather 
of early spring and late autumn. 
In 
the south they can best be grown din-- 
ing the winter and early spring montla. 
ilie seeds should be sown in drills, in 
riA, well-prepared soil, placed about 
half an inch apart-, and buried not deep- 
er than one inch nor less than one-half 
inch. When the plants are showing the 
second set of tiue leaves they should 
be thinned to stand from two to three 
inches apart in the row. 


Lettuce—Lettuce is a hardy plant and 
thrives best during early spring and late 
fLutumn. The seeds should be sown in 
drills in the open or in boxes in the 
window. 
If in the open, 
the 
seeds 
ehould be scattered about one-half inch 
«part along the row, and covered 
not 
jnore than one-half inch with 
earth. 
Firm the earth well over the seeds, so 
as to bring the moist soil in contact 
irith them. When the plants are well 
up, thin to six inches apart in the row. 
if the seeds were sown in a window, 
box, hotbed, frame, or greenhouse, trans- 
plant the yoimg plants to stand two by 
two inches apart as soon as the seed 
leaves are well expanded, and 
when 
they begin to crowd transfer them to 
their permanent places in the open, if 
the wither , will permit. In the field, 
they should stand at least six inches 
apart'each way. 


Beans—^Beans are tender plants. They 
cannot endure frost and will not stand 
transplanting well. It is best to wait 
and plant the seeds of this plant in the 
open where the plants are to grow, de- 
laying the work imtil severe frosts are 
past. 
Plant in rows one foot 
apart; 
placing the seeds about two inches deep 
at intervals of six inches. 
Keep 
the 
Boil lou.e and free from weeds. 


Beets—Beets, while they are hardy 
and can be planted at the same time as 
radishes and lettuce, require a longer 
season for maturing. The seeds should 
be planted in rows one 
foot 
apart; 
plac^ an inch apart in the row and cov- 
ered one inch deep. When the plants 
are well up (two inches high), thin to 
four inches apart in the row. 
Keep 
the soil ^/ell tilled at all times. 


Tomatoes—The tomato 
is the most 
exacting of all the plants included in 
Ihe collection. From Washington south- 
ward - the seeds may be planted in the 
open at the same time as beans, but 
to the north of this point the seeds 
should be sown in boxes, hotbeds, or 
greenhouses from the first to the mid- 
dle of March, the young plants being 
transplanted to stand two by two inches 
apart as soon as the iirst true leaves 
appear. When thej' begin to croAvd in 
their new positions, shift them to four- 
inch pots or to cans such as are used 
by caiiners of tomatoes, and keep them 
growing slowly until about May 20 to 
June 1, when it will be safe to place 
them in their permanent locations in 
the garden. 
Set the plants in rows 
eighteen inches apart and place 
the 
plants about twenty inches apart in 
the rows. Each 
plant 
as it 
gi-ows 
should have all. side branches removed 
and the main stem tied to a stout stake, 
about five feet tall and at least an inch 
square, driven firmly into the ground.

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Validity of the Primary 
Law. 


Opponents of the state-wide primary idea liave 
raised the question of the constitutionality of the Jones 
primary law recently enacted by the Indiana legislature, 
and profess to believe that it will not stand the test of the 
courts on the ground that it bars the independent voter 
from participating in the nomination of candidates. The 
)Sentinel does not in any sense pose as a legal authority 
and it does not care to hazard a prediction as to what the 
higher courts will rule regarding its validity. It must be 
admitted, however, that Representative John R. Jones, 
of Plymouth, author of the law, makes out a rather strong 
case for it in an answer he has recently maHe to some of 
the critics of the law. 


Mr. Jones points out, regarding the charge that the 
independent voter is debarred, that the clause giving the 
qualifications of voters who take part in the primary is 
precisely the same, word for word, as provided for in the 
republican primary law passed seven or eight years ago 
' o apply to five large counties in the state which are now 
operating under it. There is at hand no record that this 
:iw has ever been assailed in the courts. The basic idea 
fi the primarj^, aside from permitting the full exercise of 
. boice by the voter, to protect political parties f p m in- 
vasion by non-party i^èn or by those of opposing political 
beliefs, Mr. Jones contends, and that is precisely what the 
new Indiana primary law does. 


As a matter of fact, very little complaint regarding 
the new law is coming from the independent voter. His 
fimction has never been exercised to any extent in the 
making of party nominations. His value has been dem- 
onstrated in his action at the polls and by the realization 
of the fact that undesirable nominations would be cer- 
tain to draw his fire. That reflection has sometimes oper- 
ated in guiding political parties in making selections thati 
would appeal to the support of the independent. The func- 
tion of the latter is in no wise abridged by the state-wide 
.primary law. 


Women ^s organizations in Fort Wayne are shortly to 
lay before the city council a list of names of representa- 
tive Fort Wayne women from which that body will be 
arged to select the new member of the city school board 
to be chosen in June. In their action the ladies are moved 
by the entirely reasonable argument that as taxpayers 
khey may fairly claiin a voice in school government, and 
that as mothers they have the deepest possible interest in 
school affairs. Moreover, they know the needs of child: 
hopd as it is possible for no man to know them. It is in 
ho spirit of carping criticism that thé women of Fort 
Wayne are asking this recognition of the city coimcil. It 
is merely a matter of simple .iustice. The Sentinel hopes 
to see some splendid woman on Fort Wayne's next school 
^ o a r d .

BUSINESS ATTER THE WAR. 


fWeshington Post.) 
Big wars have been followed by peri- 
ods of high prices and high wages. The 
factories of Europe are thoro^hly dis- 
organized, and much of the skilled labor 
has been destroyed. 
When these fac- 
tories reopen, they will not be capable 
of the amount or quality of output that 
made them keen competitors of the Uni- 
ted States before the war. 
Probably 
it will take many years for them to 
reach the state of efficiency which they 
had reached in July, 1914. 


Meanwhile, the demand for finished 
products of all kinds will be unprece- 
dented. 
Europe must be rehabilitated 
and rebuilt, in large measure. Bridges; 
railroads, edifices, factories and houses 
must be replaced. The railroads must 
be equipped with rolling 
stock. 
The 
houses must be stocked with maehinerj'. 
The population must be fed and clothed 
during the time it is pulling itself to- 
gether. 


Therefore it seems probable that the 
demand for 
American 
products 
will 
steadily increase, both during and after 
the •war; and that 
the United States 
will have an opportunity to capture a 
large share of the world's market be- 
fore Europe can recover herself. 
The 
business created by the war runs into 
the tens of millions; after the war it 
should reach hundreds of millions. Now 
the demand is for instruments of de- 
struction; then the demand will be for 
materials for construction. What is torn 
do>\m must be built up; and since it is 
ten times easier to tear down than to 
build up, it is likely that the business 
demands following the war will not only 
be much greater, but will cover a much 
longer period than the war period.

It is easy tu understand how 
the work of rescue in the early days 
waa rendered almost impossible by the 
entire lack of ladders, tools or any in- 
struments which could aid in disinter- 
ring the innumerable victims. 


The venerable patriot and historian, 
Senator Pasquale ViUari, whose fasci- 
nating books on 
Savonarola 
and 
on 
MachiavelU have been translated 
into 
many languages, has come forward to 
suggest that à body of workers^ resem- 
bling those trained .for Red Cross work 
in war, should be thoroughly and sci- 
entifically jprépíaréd beforehand in order 
that wRwi these >MÜrrent earthquake 
tragedies over5^'hc^m óite part or another 
of Italy, they eoúíd be »¿rit instantly, 
armed with every appliance • to render 
aseiatance that w^uld be trebled in val- 
ue by its promptness. 
Professor Villari 
recailft that the Japanese, w-hose land 
is also constantly threatened by earth- 
quakes, have a permanent commission 
for tha study of earthquakes and of the 
best mode, of rebuilding the towns that 
have suffered and of avoiding the con- 
seouer^» of these calamities;

There have been throughout all the centuries two ideas of goodness—the 
ttOMtive and the negative. The negative idea has been that in order to be good 
a man must rvm away from the world. 
The positive idea has been that in or- 
der to be not only good, but good for something, a man must get 
into the 


world.

I want to write an indictment again st the idea of running away from the 
world iff order to be good. In this indictment there shall be four counts. 


The first is that running away from the world in order to be good makes 
• religion a matter of place and observance. 
! 
There is in America a type of man who seems to think that his religion is 
f .SunimeAup in the doing of a lot of spccial things, such as 
attending church, 
! tinging. Psalms, saying prayers, etc., and Avho seems to think that religion is 
confined to one day in the week and that the other six arc the legitimate field 
of the secular. 


But as I have said so many times before, rcligiou docs not consist in do- 
S ^ a) lot of special things, even though^those special things be good things, 
but religion consists In doing all things in*^ a special way. 


Secondly, running away from theAvorld in order to be good makes religion 
•elfish. 


If a man runs away from the world in order to be good, by his very act 
lie *ays that religion is simply and only a private affair with him, a some- 
thinff labeled for external use and home consumption only. 


This idea of religion has produced men whose private lives are good, but 
whose public lives are very bad. 


Men in whose hands the virtue of your wife or daughter would be as safe 
as in;your own, but Avho will every year drive hundreds of cases of virtue over 
the line into vice by the pressure of starvation wages which they paj';. 


'Thirdly, running away from the world in order to be good makes morality 
negative. 


You have seen men whose whole religion was summed up in a decalogue of 
''don'ts" and whose Avhole effect seemed to be to curb the life of the world.

It is significant, however, that Jesus said "thou shalt" oftener than He said 
"thou shalt not." I think He did that because He knew that the best way to 
avoid doing bad things was to be everlas tingly busy doing good things. 


, lia« 
running away from the world in order to be good is not Christian, 
' 
iJesus mingled freelj' and frankly with the rough and tumble of every-day 
life.. He rubbed elbows with all sorts and conditions of men. 


But when He left them they were not quite so common as they wero before 
He met them, and that is the acid test of your own religion when you follow 
it directly iht« the heart of the world. 


Your sole thought should be not to keep the man by your side from drag- 
ging you to hell, but your solo thought should be to lead that man to heaven. 


FOT those Fbur reasons I am convinced that to. be a Christiaii dQe3 not de- 
maind riinning away from the world in order to save one'» self, half so much 
as it does getting into the world in order to save it. 


The sentence has been ringing dow n the centuries, "What shall it profit 
a man if he gain the whole world and lose his own soul?" But Avhen tl inan'a 
soul has been saved, it is a good thing for him to say, "\Vliat shall it profit a 
man if he save his own soul, but the Avholo world be lost?"

Austria-Hungary is devoting her great- 
est energies to agriculture. . "If we can 
only obtain sufficient labor," says the 
government, "the next harvest is se- 
c u r e ^ 
Consequently everything possi- 
ble J ^ o w being done to provide for the 
Bprii^ïwork on the land. Tens of thou- 
sands ?of boys and girls have been re- 
leased from attendance at school; mar- 
ried women and girls are being pressed 
into service, and adult male workers are 
as eagerly sought after as are recruits 
for the armies in the field. 


By a special decree the Austrian min- 
istry of education has directed that in 
the country districts all children in the 
three higher grades, that is, of twelve, 
thirteen and fourteen years of age, are 
to be excuscd from school, in order that 
they may Avork in the fields or at home. 
The school authorities are instructed to 
organize this child labor in a systematic 
manner, so that the bésfc results may 
be obtained by employing them in dis- 
tricts where help is most needed. 
They 
will be formed into groups in a sort of 
military manner, the elder boys acting 
as under-oflScers, It is thought that this 
will encourage the children in working, 
besides, inspiring them with 
patriotic 
sentiments. 


Practically all country children have 
been brought up to work on the land.

and there are endless ways in which 
they can be useful, from picking cater- 
pillars oiF the fruit trees to guiding a 
plow and a yoke of oxen. Farmers de- 
clare that the modern plow is so light- 
ly built that a sturdy boy of 
twelve 
years can quite easily work it. 
Then 
as to the girls the little ones can look 
after the babies at home, Avhile 
the 
bigger ones cook and iron and carry 
meals to the workers in the field. 


So many peasants have been called 
to the army that there is very little 
adult male labor left in the rural dis- 
tricts. And the few men who are there 
show no great inclination to go to work, 
and so far have steadily refused to en- 
ter into the usual contracts for harvest 
work, hoping by. waiting to get consid- 
erably higher- Avagea. The land owners 
are furious and threaten that the gov- 
eniment wHl compel them to work when 
the time comes.. . And as a matter of 
fact the state has already empowered 
local authorities to force 
able-bodied 
men of all classes to work in the fields 
in case of necessity, for wages at the 
current rate in the district. 


In addition to securing all the labor 
possible, the government is doing its 
best to encourage the use of machinery 
on the farms. 
The ininistry of. agri- 
culture has already agreed to subsidize 
seed-sowing machines with a grant of 
$20 each, and will do the same 
with 
harvesting machines when the crops are 
ready. 


The field woric of last fall is said to 
have been very satisfactorily perform- 
ed, and now it is hoped that by all these 
expedients the problem of the spring 
work will also be solved, so that in the 
end the next harvest will not fall far 
below the average. 


From the oflRcial reports of the Vi- 
enna markets, it appears that many of 
the most important articles 
of daily 
food have more than doubled in price 
since the outbreak of the war, seven 
months ago. 
Flour now 
costs eight 
cents a pound and 
dried peas eleven 
cents, 
compared with four cents last 
July. Split peas cdst fifteen cents. Lard 
costs forty cents a pound, which is ex- 
actly double the price when tho war be- 
gan. 
Eggs noxv Sell at tliree and four 
cents each, instead of two cents. 
Beef 
Costs anywhere from twenty-six to thir- 
ty cent« a pound, according to the eut., 
and pork from twenty-four 
to forty 
Cents. 
Horse-flesh, the consumption of 
which is now. steadily increasing, can- 
not be bought for less than ten to si.x- 
teen cents a pound, as compared with 
eight cents last summer. 
Sugar 
has 
risen very little, costing now eight or 
nine cents a pound, scarcely half a cent 
more than before the war. 


Bread, however, has gone up consid- 
erably and costs now frotti four to six 


cents a poimd. 
The quality is miser- 
able, as it contains only 50 per cent, 
of flour; the remainder being a mix- 
ture of corn, barley and potato meal. 


Petroleum is quoted at eighty cents a 
gallon, as" compared with 
twenty-six 
cents last July; and soft coal has risen 
in the past week to $10 a ton. 
Both 
these, and especially coal, are often dif- 
ficult to obtain rat any price, owing to 
the lack of transportation.

'\yilson'.s determination to abandon his 
presidential primary project will not 
affect his chances of 
nomination.. As 
things are now shaping.themselves, he 
Avill be the nominee of the democratic 
jiarty and will have an even chance of 
election against a divided 
opposition. 
The absence of the presidential primary 
\vill leave the road cloar for his oppo- 
nents in their plan to put over a reac- 
tionary candidate. This, of course, shuts 
the door to any suggestion of compro- 
mise or of amalgamation with the pro- 
gressives and will in all probability re- 
sult in the nomination of a progressive 
pi^rtv candidate, and thf^ division of th'- 
progressive and reactionary votes about 
as they divided during during the cam- 
paign last November. 


As President Wilson well said in his 
speech at Indianapolis, the independent 
voters of the coimtry have the say in 
deciding between the two old parties, 
and in this case the progressive holds 
the balance of power and may elect Wil- 
son by defeating the opposition or by 
voting directly for Wilson. 
He will 
not, of course, vote for a big-business 
candidate.

Postmaster General Biu-leson does not 
propose to let the railway lobby have 
the last word in this little controversy 
over railway mail pay rates. The rail- 
road lobby has been doing a lively busi- 
ness in circulating printed and typewrit- 
ten: statements to the press and for a 
long time Mr. Burleson kept still. Now 
he has set up a little print factory of 
his own and every time Mr. Ealph Pe- 
ters, president of the Long Island rail- 
road, and chairman of 
the 
so-called 
"conunittee on railway mail pay," get« 
out a brochure, Mr. Burleson steps to 
bat and sends one out into left field 
and ties the score. 
Reputaticms 
for 
veracity are shattered regularly twice 
a week. 


The latest base knock from Mr. Burle- 
son's realdy letter writer 
makes 
the 
plain charge that Mr. Peter? is guilty 
of 
"two 
flagrant 
imsrepresentations 
which can be intended for no other pur- 
pose than te mislead the public regard- 
ing the conduct' of the postoffice de- 
partment." Referring to the statement 
in Peters' last broadside that "the joint 
committee of congress accused the of- 


ficers of the department of ignorance of 
theh: duties and greéd for 
arbitrary 
power," Mr. Burleson says this state- 
ment "is false." He says, "the report of 
the joint committee was written by ex- 
Senator Bourne, who for his own rea- 
sons criticised the officers of the 
de- 
partment, but every other active mem- 
ber of the joint committee repudiated 
these criticisms in statements over their 
own names printed in the same report, 
and Representative James T, Uoyd, a 
house member of the committee, repudi- 
ated them in a spcech on the floor of 
the house." 


"The second misrepresentation," con- 
tinued the postmaster general, is that 
the postmaster general is permitting the 
goveriiment of the United States to rob 
the railroads of at least half of what 
is due them for carrying parcel post. 
The truth is that up to the end of the 
fiscal year the railroads will have re- 
ceived nearly four and a half million 
dollars for this service in ^ditioii to 
their regular pay, and I have recom- 
mended to congress legislation which 
when passed will allow ttiem nearly one 
million dollars more for this 
special 
service. 
These allowances

the 
whole have been adequate and are based 
in more than half the country upon the 
actnal weight of the mails carried." 


But the main point, acoording to Mr. 
Burleson, is whether the railroads can 
block legislation and defeat tlie efforts 
of the department to plaee the m«il pay 
question on a rationid basis. Mr. Burle- 
son says that "the railroads are actually 
carrying for the express companies par- 
cel matter which subsequently is de- 
posited in the mails at rates about one- 
half of what the postoffice department 
is paying the raihroads for transporting 
just such matter over the same routes. 


As the cost of transportation 
enters 
largely into the rate the postoffice de- 
partment must give the public for par- 
cel post mail, the above figures conclu- 
sively demonstrate the vlt^ importance 
to the department and the public of ob- 
taining an equitable solution 
of the 
mail pay question."

Local Men Complimented. 


Mr. Thompson complimented Mr. Ran- 


dall and Thoraiw «T. Logan for the inter- 
est they have taken in the proposed ca- 
nal-

laughed at, but some day you'll put up 
a monument somewhere in this city to 
theM men," he said. 


Tbo speaker declared that the average 


man does not realize the importance of

London, March 30.—"We arc fighting 


Germany, Austria and drink und'so far 
as I can see the greatest of these"three 
deadly foes is drink," said David Lloyd 
George, chancellor of the exchequer, re- 
plying to a deputation of the shipbuild- 
ing employes federation, the members of 
whom' were unanimous in urjring that, 
in order to meet the national require- 
ments at the present time, there should 
be a total prohibition during the period 
of the war of the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. This' should apply not only to 
public houses, but also to private clubs, 
so as to operate equally with all classes 
of the community. 


In conclusion, the deputation, which in 


eluded representatives of leading ship- 
builders of the country, drew attention 
to the example set by Franco and Rus- 
sia and urged upon the chancellor this 
need of drastic action. 


The chancellor of the exchequer, it 


the course of his reply, said the reasoi 
why the government had not hcretofor<, 
taken more drastic action on the liquor 
question was because it needed to be as- 
sured that it was not going adverse to 
public sentiment; otherwise more harn 
would be done than good.

vegetables which give satisfactory

turns in the spring garden. The United 
Btatos department or agriculture's spe- 
cialist recommends these particularly 
for use in school gardens which are run 
for the benefit of the 
children. Xot 


enly teachers, but others desiring to 
raise these truck crops in their own, 
tome gardens may benefit from these 
luggestions. 


Eidisb.es—Radishes are hardy plants 


•nd thrive best during the cool weather 
of early spring and late autumn. In 
the south they can best be grown dur- 
ing the winter and early spring months. 
The seeds should be sown in drills, in 
rich, well-prepared soil, placed about 
half an inch apart, and buried not deep- 
er than one inch nor less than one-half 
inch. When the plants are showing tho 
second set of true leaves they should 
be thinned to stand from two to three 
inches apart in the row. 


lettuce—Lettuce is a hardy plant and 


thrives best during early spring and late 
• ntumn. The seeds should be sown in 
drills in tho open or in boxes in the 
window. 
Tf in the open, 
the 
seeds 


ehould be scattered about one-half inch 
•part along the row, and covered not 
more than one-half inch with 
earth. 


Firm the earth well over the seeds, so 
•a to bring the moist soil in contact 
fi'ith them. When the plants are well 
lip, thin to six inches apart in the row. 
If the seeds were sown in a window, 
box, hotbed, frame, or greenhouse, trans- 
plant the young plants to stand two by 
two inches apart as soon as the seed 
leaves arn well expanded, and 
when 


they begin to crowd transfer them to 
their permanent places in the open, if 
tho weather will permit. 
In the field, 


they should stand at least aix inches 
apart each way. 


Beans—Beans are tender plants. They 


cannot endure frost and will not stand 
transplanting well. It is best to wait 
•nd plant tho seeds of this plant in tho 
open where the plants are to grow, dc- 
lading the •work until gevcrc frosts are 
fast. 
Plant in rows one foot 
apart, 


placing the seeds about two inches deep 
at intervals of six inches. 
Keep 
the 


»oil loi-.e and free from weeds. 


Beets—Beets, while they are hardy 


«.nd_ can. he planted ab the same time as 
radishes and lettuce, require a longer 
ieason for maturing. The seeds should 
be planted in rows one 
foot 
apart, 


placed an inch apart in the row and cov- 
ered one inch deep. When the plants 
nrc well up (two inches high), thin to 
four inches apart in the row. 
Keep 


tho soil veil tilled at all times. 


Tomatoes—The tomato 
is the most 


exacting nf all the plants included ii 
the collection. From Washington south 
ward the seeds may he planted in the 
op.en at the same time as beans, but 
to the north of -this point the seed: 
ehould be sown in boxes, hotbeds, o- 
greenhouses from the first to the mid- 
dle of March, the young plants being 
transplanted to stand two by two inches 
apart as soon as the first" true leaves 
appear. When they begin to crowd in 
their new positions, shift thorn to four- 
inch pots or to cans such as are used 
by ciinners of tomatoes, and keep them 
Browing slowly until about May 20 to 
.Tune 1. when it will he sn.fe to place 
them in their permanent locations in 
the garden.

eighteen inches apart and place

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Validity of the Primary Laiu. 


Opponents of the state-wide primary idea have 


raised the question oL 
: the constitutionality of the Jones 


primary law recently enacted by the Indiana legislature, 
and profess to believe that it will not stand the test of the 
courts on the ground that it bars the independent voter 
from participating in the nomination of candidates. The 
Sentinel docs not in any sense pose as a legal authority 
and it does not care to hazard a prediction as to what the 
higher courts will rule regarding its validity. It must be 
admitted, however, that Representative John R, Jones, 
of Plymouth, author of the law, makes out a rather strong 
case for it in an answer lie has recently rnacle to some oi 
f 


the critics of the law. 


Mr. Jones points out, regarding the charge that the 


independent voter is debarred, that the clause giving the 
qualifications of- voters who take part in the primary is 
precisely the same, word for word, as provided for in the 
republican primary law passed seven or eight years ago 


••i apply to five largo comities in the state which are now 
Derating under it. There is at hard- no record that this 
iw has ever been assailed in the courts. The basic idea 
a the primary, aside from permitting the full exercise of 
hoice by the voter, to protect political parties from in- 
vasion by non-party men or by those of opposing political 
beliefs, Mr. Jones contends, and that is precisely what the 
new"Indiana primary law does. 


As a matter of fact, very little complaint regarding 


the new law is coming from the independent voter. His 
function has never been exercised to any extent in the 
making of party nominations. His value has been dem- 
onstrated in his action at the polls and by the realization 
of the fact that undesirable nominations would be cer- 
tain to draw his fire. That reflection has sometimes oper- 
ated in guiding political parties in making selections that 
would appeal to the support of the independent. The func- 
tion of the latter is in no wise abridged by the state-wide 
primary law.

BUSINESS AFTER THE WAR.

Big wars have been followed by peri- 


ods of high prices and high wages. The 
factories of Europe arc thoroughly dis- 
organized, and much of the skilled labor 
bag been destroyed. 
When the«e fac- 


tories reopen, they will not be capable 
of the amount or quality of output that 
made them keen competitors of the Uni- 
ted States before the war. 
Probably 


it will take many years for them to 
reach the state of efficiency which they 
had reached in July, 1914. 


Meanwhile, tho demand for finished 


products of all kinds will be unprece- 
dented. Europe must be rehabilitated 
and rebuilt, in large measure: Bridges, 
railroads, edifices, factories and houses 
must be replaced. The railroads must 
be equipped with rolling stock. 
The 


houses must be stocked with machinery. 
The population must be fed and clothed 
during the time it is pulling itself to- 
gether. 


Therefore it seems probable that the 


demand for American products will 
steadily increase, both during and after 
the war; and tliat the United States 
will have an opportunity to capture a 
large share of the world's market be- 
fore Europe can recover herself. 
Tho 


business created by the war runs into 
the tens of millions; after the war it 
should reach hundreds of millions. Xow 
the demand is for instruments of de- 
struction; then the demand will be for 
materials for construction. What is torn 
down must be built up; and since it is 
ten times easier to tear down than to 
build up, it, is likely that the business 
demands following the war will not only 
be much greater, but will cover a much 
longer period than the war period.

The railroads are seeking to have 


present rate* increased on certain com- 
modities, which, they assert, at pres- 
ent do not yield them » fair profit. The 
total increases, if granted, according to 
the railroads, -would increase their reve- 
nue §10,000,000 a year. 


The railroads have been presenting 


their side of the case since Majch 4. 
Mr. Thome's statement at th« hearing 
today was the beginning of the ship 
pcrs" case. He said in, part: 


"During the past four weeks this 


commission has heard the testimony of- 
fered hy the officials of western"rail- 
roads,:, in favor of an increase in their 
iransportation charges, aggregating mil- 
lions of 'dollars annually. 


."We will now present to you the evi- 


dence, on behalf of the producers, ship- 
pers and consumers of this western part 
of the nation.

San Francisco, March 30.—Mrs. Cora 


D. Harvey is tho hoboes' Joan of Are. 
She came as a delegate recently to the 
hoboes' convention hero to preach to 
the jobless the doctrine of organization. 


"But do not call mo a hobo," she 


said. "Call me, instead, an educator. 
In truth, there arc no hoboes. 
That 


is merely tho name that has been be- 
stowed upon the migratory workers by 
the job barons. It is a libel, the pur- 
pose of which 
is to humiliate the 


worker." 


And convincing, indeed, was her state- 


ment, for there were men who rose up 
in that 
convention 
of 
bobocs—men 


•whoso clothes were bedraggled, whose 
faces were unshaven, who wore on their 
countenances the deep lines of fatigue 
stamped there by the rigors of lone trips 
in side-door Pullmans—who 
defended 


the cause of the seasonal worker with 
eloquent arguments that showed these 
men to bo thinkers. Their convention 
marked a. serious and earnest attempt 
to secure national legislation for the re- 
lief of the imemploypd and tho migra- 
tory workers.

speak and act with the tongues of thou- 
sands instead of individuals. There arc 
.bct.wccn six and eight million able-bod- 
ied unemployed in the United States to- 
day—mire than it took to elect Presi- 
dent Wilson. Think of the power these 
people would cscrt were they organ- 
ized! 


"Through tho influence that such a

would 


legislation could be brought about 


thnt would make, the production an"*. 
distribution of labor's products a. public 
concern, operated by {ha government. 
Could this be brought about the ideal 


condition would then exist ,and every- 
body would become useful' to society. 
Under the present scheme the employer, 
not the laborer, controls the industrial 
field, and until the laborer can control 
the industrial field no legislation that 
will be of lasting benefit to the worker 
can be enacted.

The negative idea lias been that in order to be good 
a man must run away from the world. The positive idea has been that in or- 
der to be not only good, but good for something, a man must cet

I want to write an indictment against the idea of running away from the 


world in order to be good. In this indictment there shall be four counts. 


The lirst is that running away from the world in order to be good makes 


religion a matter of place and observance. 


There is in America a type uf man who wcuis to think that his religion is 


•urnmed up in the doing of a lot of special things, such us 
attending church, 


•inging Psalms, saying prayers, etc.. and who seems to think that religion is 
confined to one day in the week and that the other six arc the legitimate Held 
of the secular. 


But as I have Raid so many times before, religion dors not consist in do- 


ing a lot of special things, even though those special things be good things, 
Lut religion consists In doing all things in a special way. 


Secondly, running away from the World in order to lie good makes religion 


•elfish. 


If a man runs away from the world in order to he good, by his very act 


he *ays that religion is simply and only a private affair with'him, a some- 
thing labeled for external use and home consumption only. 
• 


This idea of religion has produced men whose private lives are good, but 


whose public lives are very bad. 


Men in whose hands the virtue of your wife or daughter would be as safe 


,M in your own, but who will every year drive hundreds of cases of virtue over 
'the- line into vice by tho pressure of starvation wages which they pay. 


Thirdly, running away from the world in order to be good makes morality 


negative. 


You have seen men whoso whole religion was suimued up in a decalogue of 


"don'ts" and whose whole effect seemed to be to curb the life of the world. 


It is significant, however, that Jesus said "thou shalt" oftener than He said 


"thou shalt not." I think ITe did that because Ho knew that the best way to 
»void doing bad things was lobe everlastingly busy doing good things. 


I*stly. running away from tho world in 'order to be good is not Christian. 
JCBUS • mingled freely, and frankly with the rough and tumble of every-day 


life. He nibbed elbows with all sorts and conditions of men.

Austria-Hungary is devoting her great- 
est energies to agriculture. "If we can 
only' obtain, sufficient labor," says the 
•government, ."the next harvest is. se- 
cured." Consequently everything possi- 
hie if now being done to provide for the 
spriiftjf;work on. the land. Tens of thou- 
san"(||j:of boys _and girls have been, re-' 
leaseavfrom-attendance at'school; mar- 
ried women and girls are being pressed 
into service, and adult male workers are 
as eagerly sought after as are recruits 
for- the .armies in the1 field. . 


By a special decree the Austrian min- 


istry of education has directed that in 
the country districts all children in. the 
three higher grades, that is, of twelve, 
thirteen and fourteen years of age, are 
to be excused from school, in, order that 
they may work in the fields or at home. 
The school authorities are instructed to 
organize this child labor in n, systematic 
manner, so that the best results may 
be obtained by employing them in'dis- 
tricts where help is most needed. They 
will be formed into groups in a sort of 
military majiner, the elder boys acting 
as under-officers. It is thought that this 
will encourage the children in working, 
besides inspiring them with patriotic 
sentiments.

Then 
a« to the girls the little ones can look 
after tho babies at home, whilo the 
bigger ones cook and iron and carry 
meals to the workers in the field. 


So many peasants have been called 


to the army that there is very little 
adult male labor left in the rural dis- 
tricts. And tha few men who are there 
show no great inclination to go to work, 
and so far have steadily refused to en- 
ter into, the usual contracts for harvest 
work, hoping by waiting to get consid- 
erably higher wages. The land' owners 
are.furious and threaten that the-gov 
ernnioiit. will compel them to work when 
the time comes. And as a matter oi 
.fact thp state lias, already empowered 
local authorities .to force 
able-bodied, 


men .of. alL classes .to work in the fields 
in.case.of necessity, for wages at the 
current rate in the district. 


In addition to securing all tho labor 


possible, the government is doing its 
best to encourage the use of-machinery 
on the farms. 
The ministry of agri- 


culture has already agreed to subsidize 
seed-sowing machines with a grant ol 
$20 each, and will do the same with 
harvesting machines when the crops are 
ready. 


The field work of last fall is snid to 


have been very satisfactorily perform- 
ed, and now it is hoped that by all these 
expedients" tho problem of the spring 
work will also'b'e solved, so that in the 
end 'the next harvest will not fall far 
below the average. 


From the ofiicia.l reports of the Vi- 


enna markets, it appears that many of 
the most important articles of daily 
food have more than doubled in price 
since the outbreak1 of the war, seven' 
months ago. Flour now costs eight 
cents a pound and- dried peas eleven 
cents, 
compared with four cents last 


July. Split peas cost. fifteen cents. Lard 
costs forty cents a pound, which is. ex-' 
actly doxible the price when the war be- 
gan. Eggs now sell at three and four 
cents each, instead of two cents. Beef 
costs anywhere from twenty-six to thir- 
ty cents a pound, according to the cut: 
and pork from twenty-four to forty 
cents. Horse-flesh, the consumption of 
which is now steadily increasing, can- 
not be bought for less than ten to six- 
teen, cents a pound, as compared with 
eight cents last summer. Sugar 
has 


risen very little, costing now eight oi 
nine cents a. pound, scarcely half a cent 
more than before the war. 


Bread, however, lias gone up consid- 


erably and costs now from four to six 


cents a pound. The quality is miser' 
able, aa it contain! only 50 per cent 
of flour; tho remainder being a mix 
ture of corn, barley and potato meal. 


Petroleum is quoted at eighty cents a 


gallon, as compared vritb twenty-six 
cents last July; and soft coal has risen 
in tho past week to $10 a ton. Both 
these, and especially coal, are often dif 
ficult to obtain at any price, owing to 
the lack of transportation.

over railway mail pay rates. The rail- 
road lobby has been doing a lively busi- 
ness in circulating printed and typewrit- 
ten statements to the press and for a 
long time Mr. Burleson kept still. Now 
ho h;is set \ip a little print factory of 
his own and every time Mr. Ralph Pe- 
ters, president of the Long Island rail- 
road, and chairman of the 
so-called 


'•committee on railway mail pay," gets 
out a brochure, Mr. Burleson steps to 
bat and sends one out into left field 
and ties the score. Heputations 
for 


veracity are shattered regularly twice 
a week. 


The latest base knock from 3fr. Burle- 


son's ready letter writer 
makes 
the 


plain charge that Mr. Peters is guilty 
of "two flagrant 
misrepresentations 


which can he intended for no other pur- 
pose than to mislead the public regard- 
ing the conduct of the postoflice de- 
partment." 
Referring to the statement 


in Peters' last broadside that "the joint 
committee of congress accused the of- 


ficers of the department of ignorance of 
their duties and greed for 
arbitrary 


power," Mr. Burleson says this state- 
ment "is false." He saya, "the report of 
the joint committee was written by ex- 
Senator Bourne, who for his own rea- 
sons criticised the officers of the de- 
partment, but every other active mem- 
ber of the joint committee repudiated 
these criticisms in statements over their 
own names printed in the same report, 
and Representative James T. Lloyd, a 
house member of the committee, repudi- 
ated them in a speech on tho floor of 
the home." 


"The second misrepresentation," con- 


tinued the postmaster general, is that 
the postmaster general is permitting the 
government of the United States to rob 
the railroads of at least half of what 
is duo them for carrying parcel post. 
The truth is that up to the end of the 
fiscal year the railroads will have re- 
ceived nearly four and a half million 
dollars for this service in addition to 
their regular pay, and I have recom- 
mended to congress legislation which 
when passed will allow them nearly one 
million dollars more for this 
special 


service. These allowances 
upon 
the 


whole have been adequate and are based 
in more than half the country upon the 
actual weight of the mails carried." 


But the main point, according to Mr, 


Burleson, is whether the railroads can 
block legislation and defeat the efforts 
of the department to place the mail pay 
question on a rational basis. Mr. Burle- 
son says that "the railroads are actually 
carrying for the express companies par- 
cel matter which subsequently is de- 
posited in the mails at rates about one- 
halt of what the postofflce department 
i_s paying the railroads for transporting 
just such matter over the, same routes.
